Proposed substantive amendments discussed were to amend independent claim 
8 (and related independent claims 14 and 16) to emphasize the open space between the flange 
of the split tee and the steel column caused by space keeping members 24 as illustrated in 
Fig. 12(a) of the drawings and to amend independent claim 18 (and related independent 
claims 19 and 20) to emphasize the open space provided by the structure of the split-tee 
illustrated in Fig. 13(a) of the drawings. 

The applicants' attorney advised the Examiner that the proposed amendments 
would have to be approved by the applicants. 

E. Principal Arguments 

The applicants attorney argued that the prior art cited against the claims did 
not disclose or suggest the "open space" of the proposed amendments discussed above.
